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LARGE COWS ARE BEST. 





To the Editors I have many letters 
from dairymen who are grading up 
their herds by the use of pure bred 
dairy sires. All of them ask at what 
age they should have their heifers 
freshen and in order to answer them 
most promptly, I am making use of 
the Dairy Farmer. Possibly others 
who are somewhat in doubt upon 
this subject will profit by reading what 
I have to say. 

I most emphatically do not believe 
in having heifers freshen at two years 
old. They will be plenty young 
enough if left until two and a halft 
vears of age at least. At this time 
they will become more fully developed, 
will be stronger and more able to bear 
the strain of milk production. They 
will also be more certain to obtain 
their normal size than if they freshen 
at two years of age. Hundreds of oth- 
erwise good cows are less _ profitable 
because they have freshened too young, 
It arrsts physical development and 
what effeets one part of an animal’s 
svstem will seriously interfere with 
the proper and full development of 
every other part. I am aware that the 
claim is made that early freshening 
tends to develop and_ intensify the 
milk giving habit but this is not sub- 
stantiated by facets and many a heifer 
is ruined by the practice. I will ad- 
mit that many a heifer has freshened 


at two years old and made a fine cow, 


producing a large quantity of good 
milk, but might not the same cow have 
made a mueh better growth and be- 
come a better producer had the time 
of freshening been delayed six months? 
An animal that is large and strong will 
naturally be a large producer, other 
things being equal. The claim is made 


that a 30 months old heifer may acquire 
the habit of laying on fat and thus 
spoil her natural good qualities for 


viving a large quantity of milk. This 
may be true where the feed and care 
are poor, but if intelligent treatment is 
ziven to the animal no such trouble will 
vecur, Foods ri¢h in the elements that 


develop bone and muscle are necessary.

Better results are always obtained 

from a well managed small herd of 


cattle over that of a mismanaged large 
herd; in other words, the extra time 
and attention the stock raiser may take 
in securing his herd from disease, nets 
the owner a saving of stock as well as 
increasing their value, 

All animals are subject to the germs 
of The the animals 


the greater the germ destroying power,

but, when a contagious germ is onee 
introdueed into a herd, the chanees of 
escape are comparatively small and 
for this reason the stock raiser is jus- 
tified in caring for his entire herd, ir- 
respective of their condition of health, 
and in this way act as a guard in pro- 
tecting the healthy ones from beecom- 
ing infected by the germs of the dis- 


eased animals. 


One of the most important questions 
which confronts the stock raiser of to- 
day is: how shall we keep our herds 
in a healthy condition? 


There is danger in delay. It is never 


wise to wait for bad results before 
inspecting vour herd as a destroying 
germ may become imbedded in the 


body and rapidly increase its power of 
destruction before the owner ob.erves 


that his herd is infeeted with the 
germ of the disease. For this reason 
it is of a financial benefit to have all 


in the herd inspected, regard- 
outward appearance for such 
as abortion, tuberculosis. ete. 

There is among cattle 
more transmissable than that of abor- 
tion as it has been known in numerous 
instances where whole, healthy herds 
have become infected in practically a

The success of any system often de- 
pends upon the minor features.

propounds 


the Praetieal Dairvman: ‘‘Is_ it right 
to establish a certain standard by law, 
Which classes milk and eream as adul- 
terated uless certain per cents. of fat 
and other solids are contained? What 
right has anyone to eall milk adultera 
ted which is exactily as when drawn 
from the eow?’?’ 

The editor of the Dairyman dodges 
the main question, though he talks all 
auround it. After observing that some 
cows may give a very low per cent, of 
fat, he says: ‘We may object to the use 
of the word ‘adulterated’ to such milk 
of a naturally poor quality, because 
adulteration always carries. with it an 
element of dishonesty. But on the 
other hand [ think fixing a legal stan- 
dard for milk supplied for consumption 
is not only essential for the protection 
of the consumer, but absolutely bene 
ficial to the producer, the dairy farmer 
ts well’? 

Is it not a little peeuliar how other- 
Wise intelligent people will continue to 
insist that a legal standard of butter 
fat in milk is ‘‘essential for the pro- 
tection of the consumer,’’ and see no 
necessity for a standard of quality 
other than purity, for any — other 
commodity offered for sale? Not 
one of the thousand and one articles 
that the dairy farmer has ‘to purchase, 
machinery, groceries, dry goods or 
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hardware. needs a legal standard of 
quality, but it is ‘‘essential for the 
protection of the consumer’’ that the 
one product that this farmer has to 
offer should be thus hampered; not only 
that, but his produet must be branded 
‘‘adulterated,’’ though absolutely 
pure, the man, pronounced a criminal 
and his goods confiseated or destroyed. 
Is this right, Mr. Dairyman? If you 
think so, why not say so and not 
dodge the question? We think it is a 
travesty on justice and an outrage on 
decency. 

But when the Dairyman says that 
a legal standard is ‘‘essential for the 
protection of the consumer’’ does he 
not know that this talk is all kibosh? 
Listn to this editor convict himself: 
‘*Many farmers have “the idea that 
milk sold in the city is just milk, and 
that the dealer gets just the same price 
for a 3 per cent. as for a 4 per ent. ar- 
ticle. This is an entirely false idea, 
especially when we speak of milk sold 
in bottles, as is now almost always 
done in all the better sections of the 
large cities. Every housekeeper has 
by this time learned to look earfully 
for two things; the cream line at the 
top of the bottle, and the general ap- 
paranee of the milk and the bottle— 
especially sediment at the bottom. A 
very large number of families. in New 
York receive their milk on the dumb- 
water, and have thereon opportunity 
to compare the bottle of milk with 
that of the neighbors. Woe to the 
milk man if that other man’s milk and 
eream looks superior!’’ Yes, woe to 
the milkman if that other man’s milk 
and eream looks superior, and he does 
not care a copper whether there is a 
legal standard or not. 

For vears we lived at the dairy end 
of the line, and was a milk producer, 
but latterly we have lived at the city 
end and acted in the eapacity of a 
non-produeing consumer of milk, and 
we know experimentally and practie- 
ally something of both ends of the 
business; we know that there is no 
more sense in making a legal standard 
for butterfat in milk than there is for 
making a legal] standard for the speed 
at which a horse ean trot. There are 
three things which the housewife ean 
determine about milk for herself, and 
without the aid of a legal standard: 
she ean tell approximately the degree 
of cleanliness, the percentage of butter 
fat and the bacterial count. The first 
she will determine by the appearance 
or non-appearance of sediment in the 
bottom of the bottle; the seeond, by 
the cream line at the top; the third 
by the keeping quality. There is no 
deception in these tests—they are in- 
variable. There is only one thing that 
cannot be readily determined, and that 


157 


is the percentage of solids not fat, and 
if there is anything that needs a special 
guarantee. it is this, and it should not 
be determined, or guessed at by any 
rule of three, but by actual analysis. 
We say this for, as we have said be- 
fore, in ‘milk designed for whole con- 
sumption, the solids not fat, from an 
economic and physiologocal standpoint, 
are the more important elements; and 
we insist on actual analysis since the 
Wisconsin Experiment Station has 
shown (See Bulletin 159) that animals 
in the University herd yieiding the 
same percentage of butter fat vary in 
the production of casein from 2.7 per 
cent. to 3.5 per cent. On the same 
grounds we insist that the Dairyman 
or any other paper, for that matter, is 
not justified in branding milk that sim- 
ply happens to be low in the percen- 
tage of butter fat as of ‘‘poor qual- 
ity.’? Such milk when all elements are 
considered, together with the purpose 
for which it is to be used, may be fully 
equal, if not. superior, to the milk 
showing a higher percentage of butter 
fat.
